Further to the recent teleconference with the Examiner and at the request of the 
Examiner, the Applicants respectfully submit this request to re -mail the Office Action dated December 
27, 2006 and to reset the time for reply in the above -identified application. The reason for this request is 
set forth as follows. 

As discussed with the Examiner, the Applicants discovered that the Office Action was 
incorrectly addressed and mailed to another law firm when checking the status of the above-identified 
application through PAIR.
